REPORT OF BOARD OF HEALTH.

_ Gorrstown, N. H., February, 1911. 

There has been during the past year an epidemic of 
measles, ninety-seven cases being reported. There has also 
been reported to the board ten cases of diphtheria, four of 
tuberculosis, two of typhoid, and one of scarlet fever. 

We would again call attention to the important matter 
of sewerage. Great consideration has been given to other 
village improvements, all of which are very essential, but 
what your board considers the most vital has been seemingly 
neglected. This village has become so thickly populated that 
waste matter should no longer be allowed to remain on the 
surface or conducted into catch basins, and thereby endanger 
the health of the entire community. 

A public dump should interest every thoughtful citizen, 
and it is hoped the day is not far distant when this matter 
will be properly attended to. 

Water from the reservoirs has been sent to the State Board — 
the past year and the analysis was, as usual, very satisfac- 
tory.

INDEPENDENT SCHOOL DISTRICT.

The Board of Education for the Independent School Dis- 
trict submits the following report: 

The year has been a very busy one for the board. Just 
as the year was commencing, and we were ready to open 
school, Miss Venard resigned, to accept a position which paid 
better, but we were fortunate enough to secure Miss Dorothy 
Bourne, a graduate of Brown University, to take her place, 
and Miss Bourne’s work has been very satisfactory. At this 
writing we have had the hardest blow of the year, as Mr. 
Robinson, whose work has been so satisfactory, has resigned 
to accept a position with higher salary, in Connecticut, and 
at this time no one has been procured to take his place; but 
there have been some applications, with satisfactory recom- 
mendations, and we are in hopes that one of them will be 
procured. Coming as this resignation did, in the middle 
of the school year, it makes it very hard for the new teacher. 

At the annual meeting last spring, you voted that a new 
chemical room be built, and Mr. Parker, Mr. Luscomb, and 
Mr. Fracheur were appointed by the chairman, a committee 
to locate and build a new one. ‘They decided to use the space 
in the top part of the school building, and finish a room 
for both chemistry and physics. A new stairway was built, 
and the room is the best recitation room in the building. 
It is plenty large, has good light and ventilation, and no 
odor from the chemicals can reach any part of the building. 
_ We hope the taxpayers will visit this room, for we know 
that they will be pleased. 
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The fence around the school lot must be fixed this year, 
and an estimate of the money needed for next year is sub- 
mitted in this report, this being asked for by the Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction.
